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Bakker 


St. Albert dragged its feet 
on light rail transit 


While Edmonton seems jubilant over its 
partial transition this week to Light Rail 
Transit (LRT), St. Albert resident John 
Bakker, who was very much involved in the 
original planning of the Edmonton LRT 
system has expressed disappointment at 
the attitude of past St. Albert council’s to 
the LRT idea. 

Mr. Bakker, former chairman of St. 
Albert's transportation committee before 
he left council in 1974 said he was 
disappointed with the last council under 
Mayor Dick Plain and also the present 
council for the lack of foresight on 
encouraging LRT for St. Albert. 

He admitted that St. Albert could not 
afford a light rail transit system on its own, 
‘We'll have to tie in with Castle Downs."’ 
He said the St. Albert Castle Downs tie-in 
was in the City of Edmonton's plans but 
complained of the lack of integration 
between Edmonton and St. Albert council. 

Referring to the St. Albert council he 
said, ‘‘They ignore rapid transit to their

cost I am sure.’’ And he also added that 
even if St. Albert avoided road congestion 
in the future, ‘‘rural communities will 
congest the roads even if we don't.’’ Mr. 
Bakker was referring to the growth of 
outlying communities like Morinville and 
Gibbons, which will only add to road 
congestion in the future. 

Mr. Bakker said he had been on some of 
the test runs of the Edmonton LRT system 
since its inception and was also at the 
opening of the facility this weekend. 

The system runs on four and a half miles 
of track at about twice the speed of a bus. 
About a mile of the system is underground 
and it cost $65 million at 1978 prices, $20 
million more than planned because of 
inflation. 

Mr. Bakker did not seem disappointed 
with the Edmonton LRT system after 
taking the test rides. He said it was ‘‘what I 
expected of it."’

Parents vocal over 
housing and staffing 


The Bertha Kennedy sch- 
ool lunch room was the scene 
of a second public hearing 
called by trustees of the 
Catholic School District to 
discuss housing and staffing.

One parent whose son had 
changed schools four times 
in six years said ‘'To save 
your (District 3's) buck, I 
sure don't like the way the 
stability of this child's 
education is being effected."’ 


SPLIT CLASSES 


Dale Dvorak felt the split 
class projected for Grade S 
and 6 at Father Jan was 
unreasonable in that only six 
of 30 students were in grade 
five. He said ‘‘l think the 
child would be better off 
taking a year off rather than 
going to school under these 
split class conditions.’’ Mr.

Mr. Bakker, a transit consultant, has 
been active in the LRT system since 1961, 
advising Edmonton on it and making the 
first sketches of the system in 1961. Those 
first sketches showed an extension of the 
line as far as St. Albert ‘‘as an 
afterthought."’ 

There were other detailed studies on the 
system in 1968 until the North East line 
from Jasper Place to Belvedere was 
approved by Edmonton City Council in 
1973. 

St. Albert had a natural right of way for 
LRT from the bus station at Hebert Road to 
the downtown core, but Mr. Bakker 
pointed out that the past council had not 
protected this. 

Mr. Bakker feels that present road 
access to Edmonton is at saturation point 
and says there is ‘‘no hope of more 
commuter traffic into Edmonton."’ 

Director of Marketing and Development 
for Edmonton Transit Lew Lawrence, told 
the Gazette the new LRT system allows for 
extension into other communities and that 
Edmonton council is now looking at a rapid 
transit extension study. 

He said the overall concept for it was 
accepted by Edmonton council last year, 
“but this is still within the boundaries of 
Edmonton.”’ 

St. Albert has been taken into account in

the extension plans and the “original plan 
included a North West corridor option’’ 
with right of way up to 122nd Street up to 
the CN Calder Yards. 

One advantage for St. Albert cost wise is 
that it would not require the costly 
mezzanine type stations now in the 
Edmonton LRT system, according to Mr. 
Lawrence. 

While it seems that an extension to St. 
Albert would only take place in the distant 
future, Mr. Lawrence felt that the next 
logical extension of the system would be 
towards the Alberta Government centre in 
Edmonton and the University of Alberta. 
This would take the rails from Jasper 
Avenue and under and across the High 
Level Bridge. 

About 35,000 people using the govern- 
ment centre and the university would 
benefit, says Mr. Lawrence. 

Other extensions to the system being 
studied are to Mill Woods which has 4 
population potential of 120,000, ‘another 
Saskatoon’’ as Mr, Lawrence put it, and 
Castle Downs. 

Mr. Lawrence pointed out that St. Albert 
and Castle Downs are closely related in 
terms of the development of LRT between 
themselves and Edmonton. 

He says the whole*LRT project is under 
review by Edmonton council ‘‘regarding 
the costs to council for a decision on the 
next project.’’

Akinsdale parents object to busing 


About 60 frustrated par- 
ents turned out last Wed- 
nesday evening for an in- 
formation meeting on the 
busing of junior high stu- 
dents from the Akinsdale 
subdivision to W.D. Cuts 
School in Lacombe Park. 
Approximately 75 students 
will be affected by the move. 

Most are presently att 
ending Lorne Akins Junior 
High and their parents would 
like them to continue doing 
so. They also feel the 
administration is adding 
insult to the injury by 
charging them bus fare to 
ride to Lacombe Park when 
they could walk to Lorne 
Akins. 

The portables which will 
be a part of the new W.D 
Cuts School are also a subject 
of contention, Parents feel 
they could be constructed at 
Lorne Akins and eliminate 
the need for busing their 
children out of the area 

Unfortunately (if you are 
an Akinsdale resident), the 
Protestant District adminis- 
tration is unable to offer any 
viable alternatives. 

Lorne Akins Junior High is 
bursting at the seams and 
will be accommodating grade 
nine students who have been 
in Paul Kane High School the 
past two years. The high 
school is reaching capacity 
and no longer has space for 
the four grade nine rooms, It 
is expected that within two 
years Paul Kane will hit the 
100% capacity mark. 

Students from older sub- 
divisions than Akinsdale are 
first in line in the Lorne 
Akins attendance area which 
includes Sturgeon Heights, 
Forest Lawn and Braeside 
To accommodate Akinsdale 
students at Lorne Akins 
would mean busing students 
from one of these areas to 
W.D. Cuts and the admini- 
stration will not do so. 

Lorne Akins cannot handle 
portables, according to ad- 
ministration, because the 
gym, library and other 
common-use facilities would 
be overtaxed. They are also 
concerned that the increased 
capacity which additional 
portables would provide will 
prolong the building of 
another school, 

The provincial government 


requires that a system be at 
90% capacity in a community 
with a growth rate of less 
than five percent per annum 
averaged over a two year 
period before it will fund the 
construction of a new school. 
The Protestant district built 
W.D. Cuts and Wild Rose 
Elementary during a period 
in which St. Albert's growth 
rate was more than five 
percent which requires, und- 
er provincial regulations, a 
capacity rate of 85%. 

The district is now reach- 
ing the 90% level (St. 
Albert's growth rate is 3.7%) 
and is seriously considering a 


City gets $800,000 
for roads from province 


The City of St. Albert will 
receive assistance from the 
province for the funding of 
eight arterial roadway pro 
jects. The announcement 
was made by Deputy Premier 
and Minister of Transpor- 
tation, Dr. Hugh Horner. A 
maximum of $800,000 will be 
available to the city under 
the arterial roadway capital 
assistance program. 

A portion of the amount 
has been received by the city 
in the form of a cheque for 
$180,587.31 for work under- 
taken in 1977-78. This will be 
applied to the costs of the 
following construction: He- 
bert Road from Cunningham 
Road to Arlington Drive, 
$5,981.80; Sir Winston Ch- 
urchill from Cunningham 
Road to Rie! Drive, 
$165,370.30; Gervais Road 
from Highway 2 to Levasseur 
Road, $9,235.21. 

This program, part of the 
Alberta Urban transportation 
policy initiated in 1974 and 
committed to March 31, 
1980, provides for provincial 
assistance equal to twothirds

St. Albert couple become foster parents 


The future looks brighter 
for six-year old M'Balu 
Kargbo of Sierra Leone, 
thanks to the generosity of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clifford 
Munroe of St. Albert. The 
Munroes have ‘‘adopted’’ 
the little girl through the 
Foster Parents Plan of 
Canada. 

The Munroes will make a 
financial contribution of $19 
per month which will provide 
a cash grant or material 
benefits. M’Balu and her 
family will benefit from free 
medical and dental care, free 
prescriptions counselling by 
social workers and other 
special programs. Where 
possible vocational programs 
are made available free of 
charge for foster children, 
their brothers and sisters and 
sometimes their parents. The 
program is aimed at enabling 
the family to become inde- 
pendent and self-supporting. 

M'Balu will correspond 
with her foster parents, and 
warm and lasting relation- 
ships often result from this 
contact. 

The little girl is the 
daughter of a farmer and his 
wife. The family is a 
polygamous unit, and con- 
sists of father Abdulai and 
his two wives, and three 
children. One other person is 
also part of the family. 

The family belongs to the 
Temne tribe as do most 
people inthe village. They 
speak the tribal language 
plus Krio, the language of 


Sierra Leone. They live in a 
rectangular mud house with 
an iron roof. To work the 
farm, they use traditional 
long and short handled hoes. 
The main crops grown are 
rice, COOS-COOS and cassava 
To earn extra income, the 
family raises chickens 
Money is scarce for the 
Kargbos. They can barely 
cover the relatively high tax 
of $4 levied on the father and 
school fees and expenses run 
at $14 for one daughter. Not 
counting medicine and sup- 
plemental food, the family 


spends an annual total of 
$18. Their total income is 
about $40. 

The main diet of the family 
consists of rice, coos-coos 
and foo-foo, which is made 
from cassava. The diet is 
supplemented by bananas, 
mangoes, and oranges. To 
obtain water, the family must 
walk for a quarter-mile to the 
Mabole River. This situation 
is somewhat alleviated in the 
rainy season, when rainwater 
is caught in buckets and 
bowls. 

The Munroe’s new foster 


child helps at home with 
household chores. She he Ips 
sweep around the house and 
does light farm work. Shy 
spends her free time playing 
native games with her 
friends or listening to the old 
women tell stories of bygone 
days.

24 hours of donation and the 
red cells are replaced within 
three weeks.

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Historical Society has productive year 


Year-end reports of the St. 
Albert Historical Society as 
reported in the Society's 
April newsletter ‘St. Albert 
Echoes’’ give evidence of 
growth in various areas. 

Financial statement shows 
a bank balance of $17,953, up 
from $16,702 in 1976. 

President Renee Laird 
outlined the year’s activities 
which included the formation 
of the Albert Lacombe 
Foundation, dedicated to the 
preservation of St. Albert's 


historical buildings. The’ 


Historical Society is repre- 
sented on the Foundation by 
Jim Parker, Arlene Borg- 
stede and President Laird, At 
the 1977 banquet of the 
Society the Hon. Horst 
Schmid announced the des- 
ignation as historical sites of 
the St. Albert Museum and 
Bishop's Palace (or Grandin 
House as it is commonly 
known). The Society will 
co-operate with the Founda- 
tion in endeavours to reno- 
vate these important inheri- 
tances from the past. 

The president also men- 
tioned the re-location of the 
North West Mounted Police 
barracks to Bridge Park 
where it serves as a tourist 
information centre and off- 
ice. The barracks had its 
beginnings in St. Albert in 
1888. About 7,500 visitors 
from all over the world 
visited the museum during 
the year, and Mrs. Laird 
noted that the Museum room 
in the Catholic Church base- 
ment is sadly lacking in 
Space requirement. The sen- 
ior citizens were entertained 
again this year, among whom 
are the strongest supporters 
and greatest sources of 
information said Mrs. Laird. 

The Society's officers ser- 
ving with Mrs. Laird are Bill 
Oakes, VP., Joan Kirsh, 
secretary; Ileen Alberts, 
treasurer; Ruth Horne, Fr- 
ank Turek and Keith O. Bell, 
members-at-large. Ex-offic- 
ers for the 1978 year are 
Father E. Drouin, Father J. 
Holland, Ronald Harvey, 
City St. Albert; Bertha 
Kennedy, Parish Council;

HERITAGE OFFICER HAS 
BUSY YEAR 


Heritage Officer Arlene 


Borgstede reported on her 
1977 work which includes the 
administration of the Father 
Lacombe Museum which in- 
cludes cleaning and repairs, 
hiring of summer staff, 
purchasing supplies and 
making bank deposits. She 
conducted 26 tours through 
the museum for school 
classes from various centres, 
plus delegates from a num- 
ber of interested groups and 
conventions. Mrs, Borgstede 
also visited some classrooms 
and was guest speaker for 
several organizations. The 
Heritage Officer also handles 
correspondence requesting 
information on St. Albert, 
the Society and the Mus- 
eum, and was able to answer 
three requests for geneology 
on early St. Albert families. 
Two major housing firms 
were assisted when they 
asked for photos from the 
Society's collection for re- 
production, and for a brief 
history on the community. 
Of great importance was 
continuing the program of 
collecting historical infor- 
mation and much new 
material was uncovered both 
through oral interviews and 
research. Reels of microfilm 
from the old Edmonton 
Bulletin are proving an 
excellent source of material 
on many aspects of early St. 
Albert history. From the 
Provincial Archives came in- 
formation on the St. Albert 
Mounted Rifles and the story 
of the first Callihoos in the 
area was brought to light. 
Mrs. Borgstede also att- 
ended a day-long workshop 
on Textile Conservation and 
distributed postcards, book- 
lets and hasti-notes on St. 
Albert history, and made 
contact with the Alberta 
Motion Picture Corporation 
regarding props for their 
latest movie. She also con- 
tacted Edmonton Catholic 
Cemetaries on the vandalism 
in the local cemetery. 
The display arranged for 
the Trade Fair was exhibited

Downtown core 
good sport 
for traffic analysis 


The technocrats at City Hall interested in traffic 
impact analysis, would have a field day if they parked 
their cars at any point surrounded by the Professional 
Building-Gazette and St. Albert Pharmacy buildings. 


The coming of the Professional Building has provided 
a boost to the downtown core with such goodies as 
the Bookshelf and the Settlement Restaurant. Future 
expansion of the St. Albert Pharmacy could provide 
yet another commercial boost. 


But the growth in this segment of the downtown core 
provides hell to drive through. 


Making the left turn from Perron Street across St. 
Anne Street, then into the alley behind the pharmacy 
makes you vulnerable to St. Anne Street traffic 
westbound, then vulnerable from vehicles backing 
away from the laundry, then from vehicles driving out 
from the front of the Professional Building. 


The danger is not over then because cars which have 
to park behind the Gazette can be hit by traffic 
coming from the parking lot behind the Professional 
building - there is only about a two second reaction 
time at the most to cars darting out from the back of 
that building. 


Some kind of signal alerting traffic in the lane of cars 
accelerating Up that incline is definitely needed. One 
woman said she practically stood on her brakes and 
was just shaking after nearly being hit in this way. 


The reverse of this process starts when you have to 
drive from the back of the Gazette building or the 
Laundry-O-Mat building. A further complication is 
cars parked in the lane parallel to the Professional 
building. 


There are dozens of near misses every day and it is 
only a matter of time until someone is hurt. The 
utility fence located on the front corner of the 
Professional building adds to the hazard, since it 
obscures vision of traffic coming in or going out on 
the lane. A driver must have his vehicle nosed into 
the traffic before he can see what is coming. Someone 
can turn right from St. Anne Street into the lane and 
be almost on top of a vehicle going out before either 
driver can see what is coming, and there is little if 
any, leeway to swerve out of the way - another 
“stand on the brakes” situation. 


For people facing this situation week in and week out 
during business hours, it was astonishing to hear 
Alderman Breadner say, during a discussion on 
downtown parking that the parking agreement for the 
Professional building was a good example of what is 
needed in the downtown core. 


It’s alright for technocrats and council members to do 
their planning from city hall on downtown core traffic 
problems. But the only place you usually see them is 
at city hall, cossetted from many of the day to day 
problems which work-a-day St. Albert residents 
experience in their regular routine. 


St. Albert’s city hall is a planner’s paradise.

Akins Junior High on Wed- 
nesday, April 19; attended 
by too few parents, the 
rationale for busing Akins- 
dale students from that sub- 
division to the far northwest 
Lacombe Park Dr. Cuts’ 
school was presented. Those 
concerned parents who did 
attend were informed of a 
predetermined decision whi- 
ch was inflexible. We also 
learned that the new school 
would be populated to such 
an extent that ‘‘portable”’ 
classrooms would be incor- 
porated. 

The necessity for junior 
high school students to go 
from the extreme southeast 
to the extreme northwest of 
St. Albert is that Lorne Akins 
J.H. is bursting at the 
seams. Portable classrooms 
for this school aren't prac- 
tical as other facilities such 
as the gymnasium aren't 
adequate, for the present 
enrollment. For some un- 
known reason no plans for 
expanding Lorne Akins have 
been brought on stream. 

The parents learned at this 
meeting that the elemen- 
tary/junior high school plan- 
ned for Akinsdale would not 


built, children who come to 
live in the new Wildwood 
subdivision would be bused 
to this school. 

It appears as though the 
school district has its prior- 
ities mixed up. Rather than 
expand existing facilities 
which would accommodate 
junior high students from the 
existing Forest Lawn core, 
Akinsdale and Wildwood it is 
planned to have a shuttle bus 
system operated at high ex- 
pense. What good is a school 
in Akinsdale five years down 
the line, when the greater 
percentage of students in 
that area will have passed 
that level.

As bad as St. Albert's 
traffic problems are, some 
members of council are 
prepared to make them 
become worse. At the April 
17 meeting of council a bylaw 
passed first and second 
reading and would have the 
effect of adding several 
hundred vehicles to St, 
Albert's congested traffic 
arteries, 

Bylaw No. 40/77 for re- 
zoning the Woodlands area 
would enable immediate 
development of a subdivision 
providing for a population of 
some 2,200 people. In spite 
of the inadequacy of existing 
access routes and the ab- 
sence of any firm commit- 
ment for alternate access 
routes for the east side of St. 
Albert five members of 
council supported this bylaw, 

In recent years the people 
of St. Albert have seen the 
growth of St. Albert far 
outpace the growth in its 
transportation access to Ed- 
monton. We remain, how- 
ever, with effective solutions 
which are no more than 
“lines on a map."’ The writer 
hopes that before third 
reading of the bylaw is given

Continued From Page | 
smaller class numbers for 
split classes than the St. 
Albert Board was going with. 

Deputy Superintendent 
George Soetaert explained 
that the pupil/teacher ratio 
in Father Jan was favourable 
(its projected to the lowest in 
the system at 20.65:1) and 
that he didn’t think Mr. 
Dvorak’s prediction of a 
higher enrollment would 
come about. The split classes 
occurred in Father Jan as 
well as other schools, in an 
attempt to balance resources 
equitably across the district; 
“we can’t have small classes 
in Father Jan (the result of 
eliminating split classes) and 
large classes in other sch- 
ools."’ 


FRENCH IMMERSION 


One woman had a rather 
different opinion of Father 
Jan. She said her boy had a 
mark on his head from where 
a teacher had kicked a mouse 
out of the way. The boy said 
he wasn't going back ‘‘un- 
less those mice are cleared 
out of there!"’ 

Board Policy Committee 
Chairman Ann Smith replied 
that the school building 
wasn't the factor that coun- 
ted; it was the teachers who 
made the difference. She 
received a round of clapping 
from the many Father Jan 
School supporters who are 
obviously quite dedicated to 
the idea of retaining the 
school’s community identity. 

Another woman was under 
the impression that the 
Catholic District was sub- 
sidizing French Immersion at 
the expense of the regular 
student body but, Deputy 
Superintendent Soetaert as- 
sured her the French Imm- 
ersion program was funded 
equally in terms of provincial 
grants and treated equally by 
district administration in- 
terms of class sizes (which 
would include split classes if 
warranted) and other de- 
cisions. French Immersion 
courses do receive an addi- 
tional nine percent funding 
by the Federal Government. 

Bill McLachlan and Kay 
Romeril, both parents of 
pupils at Vital Grandin 
School wanted assurance 
that class sizes would be 
monitored at that school to 
avoid a class-size problem 
they ran into last year. Mrs. 
Romeril commented that her 
child had already lost the 
music program because of 
budget cuts. Mr. Soetaert 
explained that the staffing 
policy had been worked with 
total enrollment (District 
wide) of 80 over the present 
year and did not see any 
problems in this area. He 
said the problem of a decline 
in enrollment would be more 
serious. 

Trustee Al Alain inter- 
jected that the people may be 
misinformed if they thought 


they could come running to’ 


the Board in the Fall for 
staffing changes. He said the 
Board was trying to set a 
long range program. that 
would be fair and equitable 
to everyone. 

Albert Lavoy who has 
children in Albert Lacombe 
and V.J. Maloney asked ‘‘are 
we here to put input in terms 
of a proposed plan or are you 
in fact telling us what you are 
going to do?”’ 

Trustee Alain pointed out 
that the committee was 
trying to establish policy in 


staffing and housing and not 
the specifics which were 
being addressed by most 
people. The specifics were 
administrative conditions. 

Mr. Lavoy asked if it were 
possible at this meeting to 
give the Board direction to 
increase staff and thus 
reduce the pupil/teacher ra- 
tio? 


FINANCIAL 
IMPLICATIONS 


Finance Chairman Ken 
Porter said ‘yes’ but that 
keeping an equivalent staff 
and equivalent programs 
would run the Board at a 
deficit of $180,000 and to add 
staff might run this figure to 
$250,000. This, he said, was 
not small money but big 
money. Making up the deficit 
would involve taxing Catholic 
district ratepayers an addi- 
tional $126 on average. And 
the deficit already includes a 
six mill increase (one mill 
greater than the Protestant 
District which recently br- 
ought down a budget calling 
for a five mill increase), He 
later pointed out that the 
Board was currently carrying 
over a $54,000 unsupported 
debt from last year due to 
building costs. 

Ann Lavoy said her child 
got C's when in a large class 
and now that the class was 
smaller the marks had risen 
to an A standing. She said 
Trustee Alain told her during 
the election campaign that 
his experience at NAIT 
suggested smaller classes 
were much more effective. 
She was willing to pay extra 
for a better education for her 
child and wouldn't ‘buy’ the 
Board's argument against 
increasing taxes. 

Ken Porter explained all 
ratepayers must be taken 
into consideration when sett- 
ing a budget and that the 
Board’s long range budget- 
ing approach was directed at 
ending the financial straights 
they now were in. He said, 
‘*We are not even up to the 
provincial average regarding 
the pupil/teacher ratio.’ He 
said he had four children 
attending Albert Lacombe 
and was speaking as a parent 
as well as a businessman. 

He pointed out that par- 
ents were willing to switch to 
the Protestant District now 
because of the lower mill rate 
and large companies and 
corporations which are com- 
ing to St. Albert might also 
assess their taxes to District 
6 if the mill rate gap between 
the two Boards was to grow 
too big. He said the Board 
must try to match the mill 
rate set in District 6. 

Many parents were still 
not satisfied with the finan- 
cial implications over-riding 
the educational concerns 
which they had for their 
children. 

Superintendent Bill Ziel- 
inski told the audience that 
there were no cold hard facts 
which suggested that split 
classes were detrimental to 
students. 

Ted Baldwin, District 3 
secretary-treasurer gave an 
account of other financial 
pressures on the Board 
including a ‘totally inade- 
quate’ provincial funding of 
new school buildings which 
penalizes a growing district 
like number 3, The district 
gets a per square foot grant 
which is lower than the 
lowest possible per square 
foot cost in constructing a 
new facility. He said there 
were also inflationary factors 
as well as the growing cost of 


energy. He added that the 
provincial funding seemed to 
be following the general 
desire of the public and that 
District 6 was fortunate in 
being able to expand within 
the buildings they owned 
before the rapid growth of 
the city. 


THE PEOPLE VOTE 


Eventually Trustee Jerry 
Manegre seemed to get a 
handle on the meeting by 
suggesting the people take a 
vote on the decision to 
increase the pupil/teacher 
ratio to 20.81:1 from 19.68:1. 
This would tell the Board 
whether or not the rate- 
payers attending this meet- 
ing desired the Board to be 
financially responsible (an 
affirmative vote) or not. 

Trustee Porter pointed out 
that if the Board was faced 
with asking for an increase in

CSAB investigating 
motor bike problem 


To some concerned St. 
Albert residents, the advent 
of spring means more than 
balmy weather -- it also 
brings the intrusive roar of 
motor bikes. This concern 
has been taken up by the 
Community Services Advis- 
ory Board, who has formed a 
Two Wheeled Motorized 
Vehicles Committee, to look 
into the matter. 

In her report on CSAB 
activities to council's com- 
mittee of the whole Monday 
night. Mrs. Doreen Rowe 
said the motor vehicle 
committee has several areas 
of concern it wished to 
investigate, including noise 
pollution, safety, trespassing 
It will also look into the 
possibility of designating a 
specific site for the use of 
such vehicles. The commit- 
tee still needs more volun- 
teers to complete its hoped- 
for complement of four. 

The CSAB has also formed 
a committee to study the 
Civic Grants Program, Mrs. 
Rowe told council. 

In regard to the CSAB Ad 
Hoc Committee on Culture, 
Mrs. Rowe affirmed the 
receipt of a note from council 
expressing concern about the 
wording of material released 
by the committee. Aldermen 
Breadner and Shields com- 
mented that they felt more 
emphasis should have been 
placed on program needs 
rather than the need for 
facilities. Mr. Shields said 
this emphasis on facilities 
might raise expectations. 
Mrs. Rowe responded that 
program needs were so tied 
to facility needs that the two 
were difficult to separate. 

The CSAB is also em- 
powered to serve as a police 
commission and Mrs. Rowe 
said the committee needed 
education to fulfill this aspect 
of their duties. To aid them 


in this, meetings are being 
set up with the Solicitor 
General's department, and 
with Staff Sergeant Siemens 
of the local RCMP detach- 
ment. 

The final concern of the 
CSAB dealt with recent 
violence in St. Albert Saints 
games. Mrs. Rowe said the 
board wished to discuss the 
city’s role in the conduct of 
players in city-owned facil- 
ities. The CSAB, she said, 
wishes to advise council on 
specific issues of hockey 


violence, an issue the impor- 
tance of which was recently 
underscored by the death of 
a young Quebec hockey 
player. 

Ald. Margaret Smith said 
the arrangements between 
the city and the team was a 
commercial one, as leasor 
and leasee and questioned 
the right of council to inter- 
vene. 

Council met with the 
CSAB to discuss this and 
other matters last night.

earlier next fall 


Trustees of the Protestant 
School Board will be pre- 
sented with a recommenda- 
tion to have the 1978-79 
school year commence Mon- 
day, August 28 at tonight’s 
regular meeting. 

They will also look at two 
alternatives in addition to the 
one already mentioned. 

One would have the school 
year remain consistent with 
last years, with registration 
following Labour Day on 
September 5, and first day of 
classes September 7, 1978. 
Christmas holidays would 
commence December 23 and 
the children would be back in 
classes on January 3, 1979. 

The school year, in this 
option, would include 191 
days of instruction in the 
classroom for elementary 
and junior high schools. 
Total days of operation would 
be 198 including conventions 
and organizational days. 

Operational days are all 
those during the year during 
which a teacher renders 
service to the district and 
include the non-instructional 
days involved in registration, 
organization, curriculum pl- 
anning, teacher-parent con- 
sultations, teacher institutes, 
teachers’ convention, and 
other professional activities 
designed to improve instruc- 
tion in the classroom. 

The second alternative is 
an adoption of a school year 
similar to one adopted by the 
Edmonton Public School 
Board. 

It would feature 197 op- 
erational days including 189 
instructional and would co- 
mmence August 31, 1978 
with registration on Septem- 
ber S. First day of classes 
would be September 6.

Winnifred Stewart blitz 
to help fund playground 


June 17 last summer was 
an eventful day for the 
children at Winnifred Ste- 
wart School for the Mentally 
Retarded. The founder of the 
school, Dr. Winnifred Ste- 
wart came from her home in 
British Columbia especially 
for the occasion. Members of 
the local community turned 
out to express their best 
wishes. What everyone was 
waiting for, especially the 
children, was the opening of 
the Parker Stewart Memorial 
Playground. 

Dedicated to the memory 
of Dr. Winnifred Stewart's 
late son, Parker, who himself 
suffered Down's syndrome, 
once known as mongoloid 
retardation, the playground 
was designed for the special 
needs of mentally handi- 
capped children. Because 
these children often exper- 
ience physical as well as 
mental difficulties, it is ex- 
tremely important that they 
receive an early opportunity 
to develop muscles and co- 
ordination. Such a facility as 
the Parker Stewart Memorial 
Playground was built to 
provide the students of the 
school with an environment 
which would encourage ex- 
ercise and confidence to try 
new physical activities. 

At first glance, the new 
playground doesn’t appear 
very different from any other 
recreational area for young- 
sters. It has the usual 
swings, slides and sandbox 
children enjoy so much. On 
closer inspection, however, 
you begin to notice its unique 
character. The landscaping is 
particularly beautiful with 
many trees and shrubs. 

The recreational structures 
are intriguing. One of the 
largest, a slide, bridge and

Regulations approved 
for Athabasca U 


The Alberta Cabinet has 
passed Regulations provid 
ing for the formal establish- 
ment of Alberta's fourth 
university - Athabasca Uni- 
versity. 

Athabasca University is a 
provincial university special- 
izing in providing post- 
secondary university-level 
educational opportunities to 
adult Albertans who are 
unable or unwilling to attend 
traditional institutions due to 
constraints of time, distance 
or expense. 

This ‘distance delivery” 
higher education is not new. 
The system involves a variety 
of media including tele- 
vision, radio tapes, print and 
telephone. 

The Chairman of the 
Governing Council, K.J. 
(Ken) Chapman said, ‘This 
move by the Province of 
Alberta is likely to be unique 
in our time. With post- 
secondary education costs 
increasing and enrollments 
generally decreasing, Atha- 
basca University may be the 
last university to be founded 
in Canada in this century.”* 

“Athabasca University is 
the way of the future,”’ 
according to Mr. Chapman. 
“With our open-end admis- 
sions policy, any Albertan 
over 18 years of age can 
attempt, enjoy and complete 
their degree without quitting 
their jobs, uprooting their 
family or fitting into the 
timetable of the traditional 
institutions.”

ture is an experiment,” said 
Mr. Chapman. *'Our Univer- 
sity Council is composed of 
public, professional, emplo- 
yee and student members 
who are expected to view 
their council role from a ‘for 
the good of the University’ 
perspective; they are not a 
management or labour rep- 
resentative bul rather people 
with a unique awareness of 
Athabasca and therefore 
have a contribution to make 
to Athabasca’s policy, direc- 
tion and future.” 

There are few precedents 
for this form of university 
governance. It is part of 
Athabasca’s role in the 
academic community to re- 
search and study the issue of 
university governance,’’ said 
Mr. Chapman, 

As our population gets 
older, as economic con- 
straints become more severe 
and as opportunities depend 
more and more on university 
education, Athabasca will 
quite possibly emerge as the 
norm and no longer be as 
unique as it is in its first 
days. 


VERTICAL NET USE 

Another popular attraction 
is a sturdily constructed, 
vertical net. The school’s 
students can climb up, over 
and through this net, which 
requires total body co-or 
dination and strengthens 
hand, leg and arm muscles 
To teach some of the children 
how to walk up an incline and 
to overcome their fear of 
doing so, gentle slopes 
predominate throughout the 
area, which the children 
often roll down during games 
of tag and hide-and-seek, 
Also adding to the fun and 
exercise on the playground 
are tire swings, play houses 
and a walking pole. 

In making use of the 
playground, the children of 
Winnifred Stewart School are 
able to overcome deficiencies 
of co-ordination and move 
ment. The Parker Stewart 
Memorial Playground truly 
exemplifies the latest ideas 
in recreation therapy for the 
mentally handicapped. 

To maintain such a facility, 
however, requires financial 
assistance. On Tuesday, May 
2, the Winnifred Stewart 
School will hold its annual 
blitz for funds. Twenty per- 
cent of the school’s budget 
which is not covered by 
government grants may be 
raised by private donations. 
On that day, canvassers will 
be calling on homes in 
Edmonton, Leduc, Beaum- 
ont, Spruce Grove and St. 
Albert. All donations are 
tax-deductible.

Rumblings of crack of doom 
in love-strife movie 


NIGHT FULL OF RAIN 
GARNEAU, EDMONTON 
By Jim Mcintyre 

There was more to this movie than the 
desultory and close to on the rocks 
marriage of Italian journalist Paulo, played 
by Giancarlo Giannini and his American 
wife Lizzy, showing up as Candice Bergen 
no less. 

The full title of the show is The End of 
the World In Our Usual Bed in a Night Full 
of Rain. 

While the tussle of Lizzy and Paulo 
occupies much of the film, Lizzy having 
constant flash backs to her more extrovert 
life in San Francisco, and Paulo's 
attempts to Italianise her, there are some 
strange allusions in the film. These are 
disturbing. 

Lina Wertmuller’s movie was made last 
year against the backcloth of an Italian 
society falling into the clutches of 
Euro-communism, rattled with earth- 
quakes and virtually bankrupt. 

Witness one of the segments of the film. 
We watch an Italian religious procession 
accompanied by the strange gallumphing 
brass band that only Italians can produce. 
Then an extraordinarily exquisite carving 
of the life-size crucified Christ falls from 
the cross amidst the jostling of the 
light-hearted crowd, This beneath the Red 


Flag and the Hammer and Sickle flying 
from a nearby balcony window. 

This scene provides the background for 
the coming together of Paulo and Lizzy and 
the couple move off to her eventual 
seduction in an ancient monastery. Love 
takes place beside the skeletal remains of 
some old crone, reminiscent of Romeo and 
Juliet. 

All the while it seems to be raining and 
Italy is crumbling under some advance 
pre-end of the era decay. That is one of the 
triumphs of this film which will come and 
go as many others do with hardly any 
acclaim. 

Does the End of the World come into the 
show? It doesn’t, even though a persistent 
electrical storm booms eerily nearer the 
couple's usual bed. But there are uneasy 
references to ‘This is 77 and not 68."’ 

A Dies Irae theme (Day of Wrath) 
intrudes into the later rainy stages as the 
couple’s marriage founders irremediably. 
This theme ends as the dominant one in 
mock Gregorian chant backed by a Dave 
Brubeck like jazz quartet. 

It’s still raining, beating down on a 
statue of St. Peter. 

You don’t feel much like getting up from 
your seat. 

Venturing out to your car, the world is 
still there, but after this show, you wonder 
for just how much longer.

the green berries of the plant 
were considered to be 
poisonous so the potato was 
cultivated solely as an orna- 
ment. 

Fredrich the Great, King 
of Prussia, was the first to 
import the plant into Europe. 
Since no one knew how to 
prepare the tuber, it was 
ignored for many years. The 
person who first thought of 
peeling potatoes and throw- 
ing them into a pot of salted 
water or wrapping them in 
mud and cooking them in the 
hot ashes of a fire is one of 
history’s long - last inno- 
vators but generations of 
hungry people owe him more 
than a vote of thanks.

The following report is submitted as the result of an inspection of the books, records and 
administrative procedures of the Municipal District of Sturgeon No. 90 conducted by the 
undersigned October 12, 1977. 

Minutes are well prepared and adequately describe business transacted and decisions made 
by council on behalf of the Municipal District. 

It is the opinion of the writers that many decisions are beingmade at the committee meeting 
level rather than at regular or special meetings of council. 

Aditference of opinion exists between the writers and the secretary treasurer of the Municipal 
District as to what is classed as a regular meeting and what is classed as a committee meeting. 

At the Organizational Meeting of October 21, 1976 a schedule of meetings was adopted as 
follows: 

1. Council meetings - Thursday after the second Tuesday each month. 

2. Development meetings - Last Thursday of every month. 

3. Public Works Committee - Thursday prior to council meetings. 

4. Executive and Development Committee Meeting - Monday prior to the Development 
meeting. 

5. Agriculture Service Board - First Tuesday every month. 

6. Sturgeon Recreation Regional Council - On call by chairman. 

An Executive and Development Committee consisting of three members of council was also 
appointed at that meeting. 

The Development Committee Meeting dates were set for the last Thursday of each month with 

the minutes recorded (on file) as minutes of council meetings (Development and Sub-Division). 
Again the writers opinion would be that these meetings are in fact, committee meetings and

The Municipal District of Sturgeon will not hold an annual 
meeting this year. 

Due to the land transfer from the County of Thorhild, which to 
date has not as yet been finalized, the Financial Statement could 
not be published within the required time.

The emergency ambulance 
service in MD Sturgeon 


Report out on 
Sturgeon River system 


A public information pro- 
gram designed for local 
councils is due in mid-May as 
Alberta Environment's in- 
terim report on the Sturgeon 
River basin. 

Some refer to the Sturgeon 
River basin study as the most 
uncontentious government 
document ever produced. 

Alberta Environment have 
been seen ‘‘peddling"’ their 
report on the Sturgeon River 
and its basin at regular 
council meetings over the 
past year or two. Information 
available is on the flood 
patterns of one of the 
quietest river systems in 


Alberta, and means to 
control it. 
Environment planners 


seem surprised at the lack of 
interest by civic officials in 
the local water level pro- 


vc 


blem. They will be spending 
all summer gauging reaction 
as they visit about 18 
municipalities affected by 
the report's recommenda- 
tions. Among these are the 
MD of Sturgeon and St. 
Albert. 

Flooding by the Sturgeon 
River as far as St. Albert is 
concerned is very rare, a 
once in a 100 year event. The 
last time parts of St. Albert 
were affected by the river 
was in 1974, Farm land out 
by Riviere Qui Barre is also 
affected by water levels on 
the Sturgeon River. 

Carl Primus, director of 
the planning division says 
Alberta Environment hopes 
to have a final report ready 
later this year with imple- 
mentation starting next sp- 
ring.

There's no permanent 
eplacement for former Stur- 
eon District Agriculturist 

Wally Klatt as of this week. 

But there should be one at 
he Alberta Agriculture offi- 
e in Morinville’s MD 
uilding by May 2, according 
© word from the office. 

Mr. Klatt after a good stint 

as the district agriculturist 


has been away from the 
Sturgeon area for four 
months, taking a post in Red 
Deer. 

A resource person from 
Alberta Agriculture comes 
into the Morinville office on a 
once weekly basis and will 
continue doing so until the 
permanent replacement arr- 
ives next month. 


The interim report re- 
leased in December is the 
technical part of a more 
comprehensive study dealing 
with water level problems on 
Isle Lake, Lac Ste. Anne and 
on the Sturgeon River 
flowing through St. Albert. 

Major control structures 
would be a two-lake outlet 
costing $750,000 on Isle Lake 
and Lac Ste. Anne. They 
would benefit cottage resi- 
dents, especially those in the 
Alberta Beach area. 

Controlling the flow will 
also aid fish and wildlife 
habitat as well as alleviate 
flooding downstream. 

A planner with Alberta 
Environment says the study 
was necessary to really get to 
know the river system and 
solve the problems with 
some hope of success. 


If someone said to you that within the 
Municipal District of Sturgeon #90 there is 
probably the best rural emergency service 
(EMS) in Canada, what would you say? 
This is probably a fact if the service 
operated by the City of St. Albert is 
included in the scenario. 

To explain: There are three bases within 
the MD area, the first in St. Albert, a 
municipally run Paramedic service opera- 
ted through the fire department, The 
second service would be the volunteer 
Morinville and district reserve squad, an 
independent, non-profit organization re- 
gistered under the Societies Act of Alberta. 
The third service is the volunteer Bon 
Accord-Gibbons squad based in Bon 
Accord and operated by the Sturgeon 
Branch of the Order of St. John. With 
inter-squad co-operation, the three ser- 
vices provide an extremely high level of 
emergency care within the MD and often 
outside the area, : 

You may wonder about the level of 
training that the volunteer units have. Due 
to lack of formal training programs in 
Alberta for emergency medical technicians 
(EMT), Bon Accord and Morinville began 
their own program following the guidelines 
of the U.S. National Registry of EMT's. In 
Alberta, the minimum requirement for 
ambulance personnel, according to the 
Public Vehicles Act, is a St. John 
Ambulance standard First Aid certificate. 
Thus the training which has been an 
ongoing thing for two years now is well 
above what is required by law. 

How do the three services work 


together? There are two instances where 
the volunteer units will radio for the St. 
Albert Paramedics. They are (1) a call in 
which a patient may be suffering from 
heart complications. The paramedics will 
either meet the volunteer unit at the scene 
or at a rendezvous on the highway. (11) a 
callin which the patient is trapped in a 
vehicle or other circumstances requiring 
heavy rescue equipment. 

The St. Albert squad is presently hoping 
to purchase the ‘‘Jaws of Life,’’ a $7,000 
hydraulic rescue tool often seen on TV’s 
emergency program. The fire department 
members and service clubs are raising 
money through various projects to pay for 
this equipment. 

The Volunteer Squads are not one or 
two-man operations either. They are 
squads of upwards of 20 people each, who 
care enough about their fellow man to 
donate their time and skills for the service 
of others. 

Whenever you are within the MD you 
are only minutes away from help. 

Who pays for all this? - The St. Albert 
taxpayers pay for their excellent service. 
Morinville and Bon Accord-Gibbons are 
self supporting. Both Morinville and Bon 
Accord-Gibbons need additional equip- 
ment, including a communication system 
to make the whole emergency service in 
the MD that much more efficient. 

Hopefully the MD council will eventually 
recognize what they do have and help 
accordingly!
